To tench a child to be kind to oil 
who como within the circle of his lit- 
tlo world— his Brothers and sisters, 
and aged and infirm, bis playmates 
and animnla— ia lnying the foundation 
of goed citizenship. Kindness is the 
opposite of selfishness. Th« uppcal to 
kindness enn best he made through 
the child's relation to animals. Every 
child should have a pet nnd tindncss 
should bo unfnitt-d-, if nucuaaiu-y. Many 
nnimalB, especially dogs, arc very 
sensitive, nnd using them for amuse- 
ment, such ns tying tin can3 to lhdr 
tnils, is both cruel and humiliating. 

Kindness lo Animals. 

Teach the ehild that an nnimal will 
provo his beat and most faithful 
friend if treated kindly nnd lovingly. 
A child should ho taught to feed his 
pet regularly and to sec that ho h Qs „ 
warm, comfortnblo bed ut night. If 
the pet is a wild nnimnl, the little 
muster should bo told what thc nni- 
nial'a nntivc instincts nnd habits of 
lire are, nnd its surroundings should 
be mado an nenriy like ^ ^th^ 
home n» possible. 

Thia kindness to nnimnls will nlso 
inapira love nnd appreciation of plnnt 
life. In order to value plants and 
vegetation of nil kinds, n child should 
be taught that their growth depends 
upon our regular and proper care oC 

Helpfulness, especially to older peo- 
ple, consideration, generosity and 
coartflsy should all bo directly taught 
to the ehild by courteous, self-con- 
trolled parents. Then he will n^Lur- 
ully he polite to them and treat tliom 
with respect. He should always re* 
member to say "plcnsc," "thank you" 
-nnd "excuse me" to them na well ns to 



others, and should obey without argu- 
ing. Lovo and -appreciation of parents 
nnd elddTs can li»*t im 2 ij 3V .- f* help- 
fulness, consideration and courtesy. 
in such wnys na opening the door for 
them, offering to enrry their bundles 
and running errands without grumb- 
ling. 

If a child is considerate nnd Court- 
eous in his home, ho will be considcr- 
nlu and courteous in puhlic. Ho will 
not rush r or u^ bcst & ^ &t ifi n ^ ^ 
other public places. He will spenk 
cheerfully to hi 3 acquaintances when 
he- meets them on the street, nnd he 
will say, "Gond morning," to hia 
teacher nnd help her by heing courts 
ous and doing an she wishes without 
protest. If a child is kind he will not 
stare at foreigners and whisper about 
•them just because they avo dj-cssod 
duTcrailly or not so well as himself. 
He will remember tint his neighbors 
have a right to consideration. Habits 
Turned from the development of 
these ethical instincts lead to courage 
such as that displayed by mnny who 
wert druwned on thc "Titanic." 
INsuiect far Justice. 
A pa rant may he certain, that if ho 
teaches his child kindness uud consid- 
eration toward every liviag thins, ho 
in simultaneously appealing to tho 
instinct of justice, which later on will 
express itself in the demand for fair- 
nesa in games nnd contests, a respect 
for just rules and arbitration of dis- 
pur<H, D demand for eirunlity of rights 
«J«l the consequent resentment 
against tyranny of thc older over tbo 
younger, thc strong over the weak, oi 
the nm.ior.tr over the minority. In 
appealing t» these instincts of tho 
child, the parent U laying the founds- 
tion oC g-ood citizenship.

THE valuo of Tu.e_Army'a work 
to tho island of Trlndsd, 
British Weat Indies, was 
recounted during a rocont interview 
with Major Uennett, who for tho last 
tour and a halt years hoB been 
Divisional Ofllcer of this section or 
mo Territory. 

He ms responsible for the over- 
sight of the Sailors' Homo la Port of 
Spain, "the principal town on the 
Island. This Institution has far 
some years boon a boon to seafarers 
visiting the town, and many strand- 
□d mimnen have found refuge there. 
On one occasion a barque lying at 
anchor In the harbour was burnt to 
tho water's edge, and tho sruw Iwat 
all their belongings. They were 
received at the Sailors" Home and 
cared for until means for their 
return homo was forthcoming. For 
nine months the erow ol a cable 
pli!p lived In tho Home wbllo tho 
venae I wne undergoing extensive 
repairs. "When warships have ar- 
rived at tbe port the accommodation 
of tho Home has hcon taxed to Its 
utmost limit. 

Large Modern Bunding 

A .new" Soldiers' and Sailors' 
Home has just been purchased, tho 
Government making a grant of 
£500, and tho local residents con- 
tributing a further £2,000 towards 
tho cost. This large modern build- 
ing, situated in the centre of the 
town, has accommodation far 120 ' 
men. During visits from snips saeb 
no tho Renown and Calliope loo men 
hnve beer, housed there. 

At the time of his reeent visit to 
Trinidad. H. R. H. tbe Prlnco of 
Wales displayed great Interest la The 
Army's work. A deputation of 8nl- 
vnliunlHlB wan stationed outside tbe 
Town Hall to iceolvo His Royal 
Hlghacsa, who questioned Major 
Dennett ns to the meaning of hts 
Long-Service Medal, nnd talked with 
sympnlhetie interest of tho work 
being done hy the- Organization. 
Del ore the Henown left Trinidad, 
ino Prlace of Wales' Secretary wrote 
In appreciation, on His Royal IlJgh- 
nesBs's behalf, of tho presence of 
Tbe Army In the' island. 

Men of all nationalities .are cared' 
for by our Officers. An Italian boy 
came to tho Home from the hospital. 
He was very HI, bat Major and Mrs. 
Dennett took a kindly Interest la 
him, and were able to nurse hfm back 
to health. A Japanese ecemao died 
in the hospital, but before his death 
The Army Officer had tho Joy of 
pointing him to tho Saviour. The 
Harbour Master drew up this man's 
will before ho died, and The Army 



sont his belongiugs to relatives In 
Japan. A latter recelvnd'flnme llmo 
ntlerwards eipresaed their apprecia- 
tion of the care taken of this lonely 
stranger from lha Fnr East. 

Another English aeaman died In 
hoApItal. and Major Bennett and 
another comrade undertook his 
burial. They were quite alone, and 
two girls came up and naked whore - 
the mourners might be. Baing told 
of the man's loneliness, the girls said 
they would remain through tho ser- 
vice and act as mourners. 

Masters of merchant men and 
warship captains take a great Inter- 
est in tho Home,, ono showing his 
appreciation by conveying Major 
Dennett, without cost, on his warship 
to Orenada, another Island In tho 
Trinidad Division. 

Corps work In this Command has 
made good progress. A now Hall has 
Lcen opened at Part of Spain II.' to 
commemorato The Army'a Juliitco, 
and a generous landowner has given 
a splendid piece ot land at San 
Fernando, where arrangements Tot 
the construction of a Hall and Quart- 
ers have been made; At Tuna. Puna, 
Grenada, there are some fifty Sol- 
diers, although the work Is but 
newly begun. Tobago, an Island 
under the Trinidad Government ad- 
ministration, now possesses a thriv- 
ing Corps. The people flocked In 
hundreds to the opening services. 
and the work Is much In favour, 
particularly that done amongst those 
remitted to Army earn under the 
First Offenders Act, Out of thirty- 
three cases so far dealt with at To- 
bago, only two hnve pravod unsat- 
isfactory. 

Loud in Praises 

Major Bcnnott was directly re- 
sponsible tor this Important liftmen 
of operations.

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Will Give Greater Service if Properly 
Treated. 

The proper drying of hoolrf and 
ehncq after they havo become- aoukiiig 
wet has much to do with their lasting 
fiuuliiica. Tlio use of the proper kind 
of oil or grcasc will greatly increase 
Hie wear of shoe Innthnr. 

When leather h wet it is soft and. 
therefore, readily stretches out of 
shape. The stitches cut through the 
wet leather easily, and wet soles nnd 
heels woui- away rapidly. 

Great cure must bo taken in drylnjr 
wet boots nnd . , 10 es, for they often 
htim before it toonm pnistblc; more- 
over, ur dried too rant, the leather be- 
comes hard and Uir i 1no r s shrink out 
of :;hni>c. To diy wot boots nropcrlv, 
IikL M-aBh off all mud or grit with 
tepid water, and if they arc heavy 
work-hoots oil oi-grc.ise them at once* 
Straighten the counters, tota and up- * 
pers lo the proper sliapc anfl stuff 
tlic toes with ci-umpted paper to lichl 
lho bnots m shauc while drying. Set 
the slmes In n plauq wheru tlicy will 
dry slowly— wet leather burns very 
easily, n.nd il it i.i placed where it is 
hotLcr tli,-.n the liamrcan hoar it is 
albinst .sura to but-n.
